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1. This action is in response to the application filed on February 6, 2004. Claims 19- 
26 are pending. Claims 1-18 have been cancelled. 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection'is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b).

3. Claims 1 9-26 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 and 5-7 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,795,929 in view of Perry et al., U.S. Patent 5,142,684. 

Per claims 19-26: 

The claims are directed to substantially the same invention as claims 1-3 and 5-7 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,795,929 including an information processing apparatus 
comprising an information inputting section, a first processing section having a 
first clock and a second processing section having a second clock wherein the 
recited sections function in substantially the same manner. The claims differ from 
the claims of the patent in that the patented claims do not recite a power supply 
stop state that stops the power supply to the second processing section as 
claimed. Perry teaches a power conservation system that includes a first 
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processing section (low performance processor) and a second processing 
section (high performance processor) that has an operation state, a stop state, a 
lower operation state and a low level power state at column 2, lines 23-48. Perry 
describes that it was known to place a second processing device in a low power 
state when the second processing section is not active and suggests using 
multiple power supply levels that are a function of the task to be performed at 
column 2, lines 43-48. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to provide a power supply stop state 
that stops the power supply to the second processing section, as suggested by 
Perry, in order to further reduce the power consumed by the second processing 
section when it has no tasks to perform and in order to extend battery life in 
battery powered systems. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to combine Oshima and Perry because of Perry's suggestion of using 
multiple power supply levels that are a function of the task to be performed at 
column 2, lines 43-48. It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the 
art to combine Oshima and Perry because they are both directed to the problem 
of conserving power in information processing systems having a first processing 
section (low performance processor) that is used to control the power 
consumption state of a second processing section (high performance processor).
